stormed the knoll with two companies of the 
Third zufls and the Naval Detach- 
ment, and placing his Gatlings upon it 
swept the gorges with a murderous five, then 
brought up the infantry aud cleared the ra- 
vines. About seven. hundred men were en- 
gaged in this neatly managed affair and they 
gave an account of four hundred and fifty Zu- 
tus. The natives broke and ficd to the hilis and 
Colonel Pearson pressed on to Ekowe (pro- 
-nounced Etshowe), where he had intendea to 
establish a depot and operate against the royal 
klaal. 

Ekowe is the oldest of the abandoned sta- 
tions in Zulwand, and is well provided with 
substantial buildings, including a chapel and 
farm-house. It is about thirty-five miles 
from Tugela, in an open country not favorabie 
tothe Zulu tactics of night surprises. While 
at kkowe and bringing up the train the Colonel 
heard of the disaster of Isandlana, the pructi- 
cal wiping out of part of Lord Chelmesford’s 
column, and bad instantly to change his plans.

A Battle in a Nihilist Secret Print- 
ing Office.

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Four Girl Students Killed—Female Ni- 
hilists in Russia. 


From the New York Herald,} 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 16, 1879.—Having 
been for several years absent from Russia, I 
failed, on my return here, to appreciate at 
once the extent and force of the so-called 
Nihilist movement fermenting inthe country. 
I deemed it to be a struggle of the same na- 
ture as that produced by the aspirations vf the 
Young Russian party some five or ten years 
ago; butnow I am bound ‘to acknowledge 
that the movement proves to be a great deal 
too intense and too serious tabe put on the 
same scale as similar agitations of former 
years. You have already heard, I presume 
of the riots which took place lately at Kief. A 
descent of the police officials and an inspec- 
tion of papers took place at 
eight o’clock in the evening of the 23d of Feb- 
runry at the lodgings of a suspected student of 
the university. The young man boarded at 
the house of an advocate, but was not at home 
when the police came. The police made a 
thorough search and succeeded in laying their 
hands on a certain private letter to the young 
man, from which they learned that the secret 

rinting office of the Socialists was to be found 
nthe town and at a place very definitely 
pointed out. The student,on returning home, 
was arrested, and four policemen, with an 
under oflicer, went to the place where the se- 
cret printing office was to be found. 

A NIHILIST PRINTING PRESS. 

The indications contained in the letter 
proved to be quite correct. The policemen 
went in by the way indicated for the use of 
the inmates of the house, but were fired at 
the moment they made their appearance. 
Secing themselves in the midst of some dozen 
resolute and armed youths, the policemen 
thought it prudent to retire, and went to the 
nearest police station for reinforcements. The 
Nihilists had no time to remove any- 
thing, and did not choose to give them 
over to the police cheaply. They lost no 
time in getting up a plan of action and 
of defense against the expected attack. Thirty- 
four policemen returned. Some were stationed 
around the house as outposts and the rest went 
directly in by the gates of the yard, which had 
a two-storied house.on the right hand and one 
ov the left. All the windows of the second 
floors, as well as the roofs of the two houses, 
were occupied by armed students, who wel- 
comed the police with a sweeping volley of 
bullets. Three policemen fell dead on the 
spot; the rest retired for consultation. They 
determined to enter the house, intending to 
fall upon the Nihilists who remained down 
stairs in charge of the books and the presses. 
And here, in a large room, was enacted a 
fearful scene. The fight became general, and 
the result was as follows: On the side of the 
pelice four men received light wounds, three 
were seriously injured and four killed on the 
spot. The losses on the side of the Nihilists - 
were, it seems, still creeter—four young girls, 
students of the university, and three students 
killed, while all the others were wounded and 
finally arrested by the police. The police 
seized the printing press and a great number 
of interdicted books of foreign publication. 
How may people were arrested in all I do not 
know, as the number of political prisoners is 
not fully given by the official reports. 

THE SPREAD OF NIHILISM. 

But the affair did not end here.- Simultan- 
eously two other girls and several men were 
arrested inthe neighborhood of the printing 
office. Then a Mile. Herzfeld was arrested— 
the daughter of a General Herzfeld, who oe- 
cupies a high position in St. Petersburg, be- 
ing amemberof the State Council. The young 
and renowned Countess Panin, belonging to one 
of the oldest Russian families, was also taken. 
Her stepmother is reported to be still one of 
the dames d’honneur of the Empress, and her 
great grandfather was the second Chancellor 
of State in the time of Catherine the 
Great. I am told that both young 
ladies were taken inthe act of firing at the 
police with their revolvers. The names of the 
other individuals taken up bave not transpired 
as yet. It is not to be wondered at that girls 
of high families are found involved in such 
disturbances. ‘Lhe women of Russia have re- 
paren? taken partin the manifestations of 
national aspirations, as for instance Martha 
Possadnizo,of Novgored,the Princess Sophia, 
Peter the Great’s enterprising sister, and 
others. Russian ladies in olden times of do- 
mestie seclusion could not be kept wholly from 
taking au active part in popular movements, 
atid nowadays they take a lively share in all 


that concerns their husbands and brothers,and 


are quite ready to support them when the oc- 
casion comes. 
THE ASSASSINATION AT KHARKOFYF.

It is reported that 
some days before his death Krapotkin went to 
the prison where Fomin was detained, and, 
seei~g the prisoner, told him that his days 
were numbered. Fomin replied, ‘* Your 
days, in any case, will be fewer than mine. 
On the 8th of February a servant girl went to 
the oflice of the Kharkoif? Messenger and sta- 
ted that, her master being dead. her mistress 
had dispatched ber to beg that a space be left 
in next day’s paper, and that the space should 
be bordered with black, for the insertion 
off the gentleman’s obituary. The girl 
said that her mistress was unable to write the 
announcement herself, but would send it to 
the office later in the evening. But the an- 
nouncement was never sent, and the entire 
issue of the paper appeared with the small 
black bordered space empty, ready to be filled 
up by the announcement of death! Exvery- 
body noticed it and wondered for whose name 
the space was intended. In the evening 
Krupotkin was killed, and simultaneously sev- 
eral rockets were sent up from different ends 
of the city. . 
The list of Krapotkin’s crimes, as stated by 
the above mentioned Socialistic decree, is 
drawn up in the most accurate manner. The 
names of bis victims and the dates of their 
deaths are given. Itis almost impossible to 
believe that such barbarous acts could have 
been committed in a large and populous city, 
and with the indispensable assistance of many 
subordinate officials, without something of it 
having come to the knowledge of the public,or 
that such tortures on men and women were in: 
flicted by the orders of a man of such gentle 
disposition as Krapotkin was know to be.

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COL. MAPLESON’S FORTUNE. 


Leaving America With $30,000 anda 
New Contract to Come Back With 
Patti and Gerster.

Before Col. Mapleson’s arrangements for 
leaving this country were completed the di- 
rectors ofthe Academy of Music invited him 
to consider a new form of lease of the Acade- 
my.

son the Academy would have been ruined. It 
could not have possibly supported the opera. 
Colonel Mapleson has always given the im- 
pression that the Academy stockholders took 
all the best seats, that he coulda’t do anything 
and that there was a great pressure on him. He 
was asked to give up bis old lease, and take a 
new one which would be more favorable to the 
stockholders. The alternative was almost cer- 
tain ruin to the Academy. Col. Mapleson de- 
clined to accept the new agreement, but after 
some consideration consented. Within twen- 
ty-four hours he asked that the agreement be 
for five years instead of three. That doesn’t 
look very much asif he were going to build 
an opera-house bere. He told me to-day that 
he wanted the capacity of the Academy increas- 
ed one hundred seats, and I think this can be 
done at little cost.

Ile hada great deal of trouble over this 
Mapleson business, and he was glad to resign 
his treasurership. I would like to be relieved
